Not Race or People, 
Algerian Leaders Say

ALGIERS — A manifesto is- 
sued here by six prominent Alger- 
ian Jewish leaders opposes the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish state any- 
where and protests against “the 
conception that the Jews are a 
race or people.” The latter theory 
is contrary to all anthropologica! 
teachings, and would result in 
perpetuation of Nazi racial theo- 
ries in France, even after the Ger- 
mans are defeated. the manifesto 
says. “Judaism must once and for 
all be considered only a religion,” 
it adds. 

The proclamation is apparently 
intended as a rebuke to certain 
Jewish groups here, who have 
joined with Arab nationalists in 
demanding an end to French sov- 
ereignty after the war. Regarding 
Palestine, the manifesto calls for 
a “harmonious fusion of all ele- 
ments there.” It is signed by Ar- 
mand Karsenty, an Oran _ at-

The brave new world will be built, if at all, by men who have a 
passion for it. As one watches the current crop of candidates coming 
to the mourner’s bench, one by one, each to say his few words on behalf 
of col’ective security, one listens for this note of passion. But mostly 
one hears only a kind of twittering. Nervousness, perhaps, but not 
passion. 

If the leaders in the Republican race really love the brave new world 
of collective security, they will follow up the purely formal statements 
in which they have declared their attachment. A man in love does 
follow up, you know. First the declaration. Then candy, flowers. 
Telephone calls. I don’t think I ought to have to explain about these 
things. 

A Touch of Proper Agitation 

Mr. Dewey doesn’t like “private diplomacy.” He thinks Congress 
should write the peace. Very well; one would like to see Mr. Dewey 
in a sweat about it. He might suggest a Constitutional amendment, 
al'owing treaties to be ratified by simple majority vote in both Houses, 
rather than by an unwholesome two-thirds in the Senate alone. He 
mieht, if he really loves collective security (I don’t say he doesn’t) 
make a fight for this reform; he might manage to look anxious lest 
it be not done; he might sort of, you know, hang around the issue, the 
way one who is deeply smitten does. 

What sort of a passion is it, anyway, the subject of which is content 
to make a formal statement and then go home? | 
There Was a Man in Love 

In the case of some of the lesser candidates, especially, I get the 
curious feeling that they have declared their love for the brave new 
world in the hope of closing the subject, rather than opening it. They 
briskly say “I adore you” to collective security, then quickly change 
over to talk about something else. It is a preposterous sort of affair, 
in which the first time those tender words are spoken is also the last 
time the subject is referred to. 

Mr. Willkie’s great strength with the independent, internationally- 
minded voter lay in that voter’s conviction that there was a man who 
was rea!ly in love. Somehow, when Mr. Willkie took the platform to 
protest his affection for collective security, you did not have the feeling 
that he was saying it because a shotgun was being pointed at him from 
the wings. He meant it, and he pursued the object of his affections 
around the world. It never sounded, on his lips, as if he were mutter- 
ing: “All right, damn it, I love you.” 

Ay, really in love, and you could feel that if collective security did 
not work out, something would break in this man. 

Advice to the Lovelorn 

That is passion, and it is that feeling tvhich we must seek for, in the 
contemporary outbreak of unimpressive wocing. For there really is a 
danger that we are not going to get collective security. Things might 
go wrong. And the man who really longs for it will sigh a little, ery 
a little. write Jetters, and walk the floor a little; he will show signs of 
inner disturbance; he will show activity too, in pursuit of his dearest 
aim. He will take on, in open combat, those who throw mud at collec- 
tive security. I believe there is a man in Chicago who does just that 
all the time, and it is a poor lover who will see the object of his affec- 
tions pasted thus, and look the other way. 

We have a right to ask that those who say they love her make some 
more or less strenuous effort to win her. Whom shall we give the 
golden apple to, if all the swains merely murmur “Me, too,” and then 
stand silent?

The conference of Jewish pub- 
lishers here last weekend empha- 
sized two trends which had al- 
ready become discernible in the 
field of local Anglo-Jewish publi- 
cations. In a way they are both 
tied up together. but they need 
not be. 

The first is the growing ten- 
dency of the committees to give 
their local papers direct financial 
support in one way or another. 
The second is the realization by 
the cofmunity leaders of the im- 
portance of the Anglo-Jewish 
press. 

In regards to the direct subven- 
tions, there are many categories 
into which this monetary connec- 
tion falls, ranging for instance 
from the type in Detroit, which is 
least harmful, where the Federa- 
tion gives The Jewish News 
around $5,000 a year in payment 
for the expense involved in sending 
12,000 copies of the paper once a 
month to those members of the 
community who do not receive the 
paper weekly as paid subscribers, 
to the situation in a community 
out west, where the paper received 
$3,000 in subventions, that sum 
being an aggregate made up of 
$1,200.00 from the Allied Jewish 
campaign, $300 from the B’nai 
B’rith, a like sum from the Zion- 
ists, etc., down to $25.00 from the 
Burial Society. 

The trend is so dangerous that 
it is hard to believe that these 
publishers will still contend that 
they are independent. It must be 
obvious on a little contemplation 
that what is going on is that the 
community is gradually taking 
over these publications. The edi- 
tors are freer today than they will 
be tomorrow, and they are freer 
tomorrew than they will be the 
next day. I. am not, and would 
not cast aspersion on any pub- 
lisher, because I realize the dif- 
ficulties under which they are try- 
ing to give the community a de- 
cent newspaper, but I insist that 
someone should point out what is 
going on, and if it is unseemly 
for a fellow publisher to assume 
he is so lilly white that he can cast 
the first stone, I think that some 
of the Jewish leaders who realize 
how valuable is an independent 
press, should take up the burden 
from here. 

The Jewish Advocate, of Boston, 
certainly the most affluent paper 
in the field, is supported by the

Col. McCormick is 2 damned foo’, he is no- 
body’s fool, and that there is some motive to the 
way he slants the news in his newspaper. 

What then is McCormick driving at? Why for 
instance does he permit the defendants in the 
sedition trial to use his paper as a sounding board 
for anti-Jewish utterances. He knows that these 
men are irresponsible. yet his news stories give 
no hint of this and he knows exactly what they 
are after. 

The Post is unwilling to concede that Col. Mc- 
Cormick wants fascism in the United States 
with repressions of minorities and the attendan. 
evils of that type of government. Yet why does 
he do everything in his power to propagandize 
against democracy and representative govern- 
ment? 

A newspaper like PM just classifies the Mc- 
Cormick’s in the fascist column and let’s it go 
at that. It would be simple for The Post to do 
the same thing. 

Col. McCormick is deliberately and with some 
kind of purpose spreading the idea that Jews are 
behind the trial. Does McCormick believe this? 
Does he believe what the a'leged seditionists say 
against the Jew? 


It might be pointed out here that it is wishful 
thinking to believe that the million. and more 
readers of The Tribune merely tolerate this type 
of news reporting and editorial comment, but 
don’t approve. McCormick would go slow on his 
attacks if there were enough complaints from 
his cireu’ation department. 

If McCormick doesn’t like something in our 
government, let him attack it till people stop 
reading his paper, that is his privilege. But 
why always drag in the Jewish name. McCor- 
mick knows good and well that the Jewish in- 
fluence in Washington is of no consequence what- 
ever. 

McCormick also knows that because some none- 
nity makes a charge, that charge is not therefore 
proven; nor it is worthy of being splashed all 
over any newspaper. 

It would seem then that the time has come for 
a showdown. The new National Community Re- 
lations Advisory Counci! might call on McCor- 
mick and find out what he’s getting at? If he 
believes that Jews are a menace and shuuld be 
gwhettoized, it does us no good to keep talking 
ourselves into believing that he is merely a dod- 
dering old fool who will some day pass out of 
the picture, with no ill effects for anyone. 


It Can Now

Closing One’s Eyes to the Realities 


OMPETING with news of the treatment of 
Jewish soldiers in the Polish army is the 
piece from Oran of the announcement by a few 
leading Jews of Algeria, proclaiming that Jews 
are neither a race or a people. It should not be 
necessary to jaxtapose the two items in one sen- 
tence, for the Algerian Jews were freed just a 
few months ago from a master that took away 
their liberty and their possessions because the 
Jews were Jews—a race or whatever else you 
care to call it. 

It is proper for someone falsely jailed to pro- 
claim their beliefs 4s soon as they are free again. 
This is courage. But it may also be closing one’s 
eyes to realities. The Oran Jews are now being 
succored by monies from the Joint Distribution 


Committee raised in the United States because 
we here believe we are a people and do have a 
responsibility to the Algerian Jews, even the 
ones that try to proclaim they are something 
else. A color is black or red, because of common 
agreement by all. The world believes that Jews 
wherever they are have a common interest and 
a common destiny. Whatever name is used there 
is that connection, and probably those who issued 
the statement will concede that this interest is 
something more than merely a religious sym- 
pathy. When the millenium arrives, then Jews 
will be free to be whatever they care to be. But 
in view of world events as they are today, and 
in view of what has just happened in Algeria, 
the statement comes as a shock.

to be a concerted, if not a conspiratorial anti- 
Semitic movement in Los Angeles, is becoming 
more evident every day. And every day we hear of 
more and more instances of harassing and perse- 
cution of Jewish tenants in apartments and rental 
dwellings. It is not limited to the swanky apart- 
ment house district; it is probably more openly 
vicious in the poorer sections. It is a movement 
that if allowed to spread will become a menace 
to the peace of the city and a positive detriment 
to the progress of the war effort. 

Many of these persecuted Jewish familes are 
war-workers employed in essential industry. 
whose work has already been hampered by the 
petty and consistent annoyance of anti-Semitic 
managers and owners of apartment houses. 
Peaceful, quiet Jewish families and roomers are 
subject to humiliating experiences for the only 
reason that they are Jews, and we have reports 
from several who have been told to move, despite 
the legal protection of the OPA, “because you are 
Jews.”

And that brings me to point 
number two. The Jewish commu. 
ity realizing that the Anglo-Jey. 
ish press is the one most powerfy! 
force in the community, often ex. 
ceeding that of the synagogue, now 
wants to take it in. They want 
to buy the Jewish papers, as 
cheaply as they can, so that the 
paper, too, becomes an adjunct of 
the community, a sort of paid 
worker, so to speak, like the fed- 
eration executives or the Jewish 
center worker. They may not have 
thought it through as clearly as 
this, but this is what they are 
doing and why they are doing it. 

And here is where the publisher 
who is foolish enough to permit 
anyone to give him a subvention 
is making his mistake. 


For years these publishers have 
strugzled to make ends meet. For 
so long they have been undernour- 
ished, that at the first signs of 
sustenance they make a grab, and 
swallow whole what is offered 
them. Yet if they will only wait. 
if they could only see what is 
happening, they would understand 
that this growing realization of the 
importance of the local Anglo- 
Jewish press is exactly what they 
have been working for, and is the 
manna from heaven. It is adver- 
tising revenue, it is subscriptions. 


For, sure enough, the Jewish 
leader.s and Jewish organizations, 
and even the Jewish department 
store owner, are coming around 
to the noint where. seeing the im- 
portance of the local Anglo-Jewish 
paper, they now understand that 
if a message is to be gotten 
across, effectively, to the Jewish 
community, then it must be done 
through the Anglo-Jewish press. 


So at the very moment whet 
the advertising and _ circulation 
support is coming through, the 
Anglo-Jewish paper is succumb 
ing to the lure and the false safe- 
ty of subvention. 

For years the Anglo-Jewish 
press has been the orphan of the 
Anglo-Jewish community.

Their major duty was to take the 
place, in certain matters, of the 
Congress, Zionism’s legislative 
body, when the latter was not con- 
vened. ; 


into flames of the riots, a new body 
was elected, a Smaller Actions 
Committee, with some 30 members 
who proportionately represented 
the Actions Committee, its party 
strength and relationships are iden- 
tical with the larger body. The

And when 
this handful of leaders of Zionism 
met in New York, they found that, 
far from being regarded as the 
Zionist Senate, they were slowly 
and firmly being pushed, into a 
large, not too-well fitting box.

tine wavered once and again, this 
score of Zionist leaders became, 
suddenly, unexpectedly, Zionism’s 
poor relations.

Their 
opinions neither sought nor given 
on the most imperative decisions 
made in Washington during the 
few years.

Not Treated Generously Here 

I spoke to one of them the other 
day. I knew his name. It is a 
great name in world Zionism, but 
he asked me to not to use it, told 
me that I might repeat his words.

American Zionism had mat- 
ters of its own, and we did not 
press to be consulted, to have our 
voice heard.

WASHINGTON—No matter what time I get 
back to the hotel room, Eric Godal ‘insists on 
waking up and asking me whether I really think 
this American democracy can defend itself 
against its enemies. 

I am sorry to say that I do not have a positive 
answer. 

Godal, as you know, is the PM artist who came 
to this trial to draw pictures of the defendants 
and the other courtroom personages. He is also 
a man who got out of Germany two jumps and 
a skip ahead of a Nazi firing squad, since he had 
been working for a liberal newspaper and wouldn’t 
quit being liberal. 

He has a definite position. He saw Hitler and 
his crew—crackpots a:l—come to power in Ger- 
many. He is afraid that Hitler and his counter- 
parts will come to power in America. And he says 
that the thing to do is shoot these people, these 
potential Hitlers and Goebbelses and Himmlers 
and Streichers, before they can become some- 
thing that it not potential but real. 

I tell him that I believe in civil liberties, in 
freedom of press and speech and the right of 
every American to trial by a jury of his peers. 
He laughs bitterly, perhaps a little contemptu- 
ously, and says, “All right, try them, if you must, 
but for God’s sake shoot them when you’re 
through.” 

“These people,” says Eric, “are denying th» 
rules of the game. It is.all right to have civil 
liberties for everyone who believes in civil liber- 
ties. But these people are trying to use civil 
liberties to bring themselves to power so they can 
abolish civil liberties. 

“We made that mistake in Germany. We had 
certain rules set up, and we handled these people 
according to rules. They used the rules against 
us. They won—and then they abolished the rules 
which had let them win. And the same thing 
could happen here. 

“Crackpots? Of course. Can you imagine 
anyone crazier than Hitler? Do you know of 
anyone among these defendants who seems more 
to be pitied than Goebbels, a swart little club- 
foot who couldn’t even write decent German? 
You think these people are no threat? Just 
crackpots? Why, if the Nazis had had anyone 
like Joe McWilliams, as good looking and as 


strong and tough, he’d probably be Hitler instead 
of Hitler being Hitler.” 

Sol argue. I teil Eric that America has a long 
tradition of civil liberties; that the Weimar Re. 
public cannot be compared to the American Re- 
public; that it has been our habit to let people 
pop off to their heart’s content no matter what 
they were popping off about; and that—so far— 
this had worked. We have maintained not only a 
strong state but a way of living and 
thinking.

“Yes,” says Eric, “So far.” He sounds like a 
teacher talking to a backward child. “Fascism ig 
a new thing. You kill it or it kills you.” 

Then we go back to the courtroom. We listen 


to the 22 lawyers—some of them seemingly more 


pro-Nazi than the defendants—make a circus out 
of the trial of the 30 people who are charged 
with trying to help us lose this war. We hear 
them yammer about freedom of speech, orate 
about freedom of the press, beat their breasts 
and tear their hair while they yell about consti- 
tutional rights. 

We hear them confidently predict that this case 
will never go to a jury. We see them pass out 
anti-Semitic literature in the courtroom. We 
hear them laugh with high glee when some 
drunken bum like Edward James Smythe says 
this is a trial of the Roosevelt Administration, 
not of the 30 honest patriots who comprise the 
defendants. 

I get mad—partly because I hate phony talk 
and partly’ because I foresee endless weeks in 
Washington sitting in this courtroom eating that 
kind of unsalted mush. I turn to the person sit- 
ting next to me. 

“God Almighty,” I say, “this thing will never 
end. These jerks are going to spend the next 2 
months making up headlines for the Tribune and 
the News. And the poor judge is so hog-tied by 
law and precedent that he can’t do anything about 
it. He couldn’t stop them with an axe—even it if 
wasn’t reversible error to use an axe.” 

The person sitting next to me is Godal. He 
gets kind of a funny smile on his face.

Jewish Participation in War Shown by Book of Facts and Surveys 


In Trenton, N. J., it was found that “22.7 per cent 
of Jewish men between the ages of 20 and 45 were in 
service at the time the survey was made, as compared 
with 20.4 per cent for non-Jews in the community” 
In this city, 8.4 percent of the city’s citizens in service 
are Jewish, although Jews comprise “only 6.1 per cent 
of the total population of the city.” 


In Lynn, Mass., Jews were found to comprise 7.1 per 
cent of the total population and 7.7 per cent of the 
men in service. In Portland, Me., where J@éwish men 
of draft age form 4.4 per cent of the total reservoir of 
manpower, Jews made up 4.8 per cent of Portland’s 
men in service. 


In Altoona, Pa., 199 of the 1,200 Jewish population, 
or 17 per cent of the total, were in service. In Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the 2,800 Jewish residents have 336 of 
their number in the army and navy, or 12 per cent. 
In Racine, Wisc., 19 per cent of the town’s population 
in service is made up of Jewish men. The total Jawish 
population there consists of 150 families comprising 
500 individuals. Ninety-five Jewish men from this city 
are now in service. In Austin, Tex., 11 per cent of the 
524 Jewish men, women and children in the community 
are in service. The 6,300 Jews of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
have 740 of their number, or 11 per cent, in the armed 
forces.

Rinna Grossman’s article in last 
week’s issue on the American Jew- 
ish Conference is no doubt very ac- 
curate from the New York view- 
point, and from this end it can 
be said that she also has stated 
the viewpoint of the people whom 
the Conference represents. The 
Conference not only has failed 
miserably to win the American 
Jewish public, after a start the like 
of which no organization in Amer- 
can Jewish history has ever had, 
but quickly receded to the bottom 
of the ladder in the rating of na- 
tional Jewish groups, and then not 
satisfied, has almost fallen off the 
ladder entirely. 

The Conference was faced with 
many difficulties, but it made one 
fatal mistake, which precluded any 
chance of its pulling itself out of 
the morass. 

Had the Conference had the fore- 
sight to have taken into confidence 
the Anglo-Jewish press, then the 
message of its difficulties and the 
cross purposes of the organizations 
involved would have been carried 
back to the constituents, and the 
possibility of rectifying the situa- 
tion would have existed. 

As it is, the public knows prac- 
tically nothing of what goes on 
in the Interim Committee, except 
what has been whispered here and 
there by the Anglo-Jewish column- 
ists. But had the public been ap- 
prized of the problems facing the 
Interim Committee there is no 
question in my mind, after having 
been present at the memorable 
sessions at which the Conference 
was organized, but that the recal- 
citrant groups would have been 
forced into line and the Conference 
would have functioned as it was 
thought all along it was function- 
ing. 

Articles like that of Rinna 
Grossman’s are very salutary, and 
if enough of them appear to ap- 
prize the people of the ugly sit- 
uation in which the Interim Com- 
mittee has found itself engulfed, 
there is just the chance that the 
Conference might still be saved. 
But it is doubtful that a leader- 
ship which could not bring itself 
to confide in the public through the 
Anglo-Jewish press when every- 
body and everything was in its 
favor, will see the point at this 
late date.

The Jewish War Veterans have 
been assidusouly keeping the news 
wires hot, so to speak, in their de- 
mand that they be included as a 
“civic-defense” organization in the 


new National Public Relations 
Advisory Council. This all started 
because Frank Weil, excellent 


president of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, made the original sugges- 
tion at the General Assembly of 
the Council of Jewish Welfare 
Funds and Federations in Pitts- 
burgh where 


the new body was 
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born. Mr. Weil’s motion was 
voted down, but in doing so, I 
don’t believe the delegates meant 
any aspersion at the J.W.V., or 
even considered seriously the place 
of the War Vets in the general 
picture of fighting anti-Semitism, 
They merely didn’t want to do 
anything that might rock the boat, 
just at the time when everybody 
was in agreement, and they all 
knew that the charter of the new 
group made it possible for new 
organizations to be added at any 
time. My own guess is that the 
J.W.V. will be taken into the 
group, although in the civic de- 
fense field, it cannot be said that 
they are of the stature of groups 
like the Anti-Defamation League, 
etc. They belong in the category 
of the Jewish Labor Committee, a 
group which is a powerful right 
arm of the other agencies, but not 
an agency of origination, so to 
speak. The error was made in the 
first place when it became collo- 
quial to speak of the Jewish La- 
bor Committee in the same breath 
with the Anti-Defamation League 
or the American Jewish Commit- 
tee years back.

I saw my first Friday night bar 
mitzvah during the past year, and 
although the novelty was what 
made it difficult for me to join in 
the spirit of the thing, yet it is a 
growing development, made neces- 
sary by the fact that the Jews of 
the United States have practically 
killed the Saturday morning serv- 
ice. But in reading the Temple 
Beth Israel Bulletin last week I 
learned that Rabbi S. Felix Men- 
delsohn, of that congregation, in- 
troduced \the innovation as far 
back as 1919. I will let him tell 
you about it himself: “ . The 
celebration itself takes place Fri- 
day evening (in infrequent in- 
stances also Saturday morning). 
I am the first Rabbi in America 
to have introduced the Friday eve- 
ning bar mitzvah in the fall of 
1919. Now this practice is com- 
mon in reform Temples.and con- 
servative congregations too are 
slowly introducing it. . .. As I 
haven’t found anyone to prepare 
the boy satisfactorily I have done 
it myself (with the cooperation of 
my wife). I have also written the 
addresses for the boys since I 
have found the available material 
unsuited for American boys. I shall 
be glad to send samples of bar 
mitzvah addresses to interested 
rabbis.”

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. 23, 1944 

An Ordinance regulating parking on 
certain parts of certain streets in the 
City of Indianapolis, Indiana; provid- 
ing a penalty for violation thereof; 
and fixing a time when the same shall 
take effect. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COM- 
MON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
INDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle to park 
the same or suffer, permit or allow the 
same to be parked for a longer period 
of time than one and one-half (1%) 
hours between the hours of 7:00 o’clock 
a. m. and 6:00 o’clock p. m. on any day 
of the week upon the following part 
of McKim Street in said city, to-wit: 

Limit parking to one and one-half 

(1%) hours between the hours of 

00 a. m. and 6:00 p. m. on the 

west side of McKim Street from the 
south curb line of East Washing- 
ton Street to the north curb line 
of Williams Street. 


Section 2. Any person violating any 
provision of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction, be fined in any sum not ex- 
ceeding. Three Hundred ($300.00) Dol- 
lars, to which may be added imprison- 
ment not exceeding one hundred eighty 
(180) days. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its 
passage, approval by the Mayor and 
publication according to law.

Beth El. I am trying to write 
this calmly, because I have no 
basic right to criticize the Indian- 
apolis Hebrew Congregation, since 
I am rot a member of it. But in 
view of the fact of the disgrace- 
ful disregard by that membership 
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of the men they have chosen as 
their rabbis, I will take the risk. 
Last summer I walked over to 
Saturday morning services quite 
frequently, and I must say I found 
them restful and thoroughly in- 
spiring.

The chapter covering the distri- 
bution of Jewish men in the vari- 
ous branches of the army includes 
the results of a test survey con- 
ducted in Pittsburgh, Pa., showing 
that 25.2 per cent of the inductees 
surveyed were in the Air Forces; 
9.5 per cent in the Medical Corps; 
9.4 per cent in the Infantry; 7.4 
per cent in the Field Artillery; 7.3 
the Quartermaster 
cent in the Coast

Signal Corps and 3.3 per cent in 
the Armored Forces. while only 
0.7 per cent were in Army Admin- 
istration and 1.2 per cent in Army 
Finance. The remaining 20.3 per 
cent were distributed through the 
other branches of the army, includ- 
ing Cavalry, Chaplains’ Corps, 
Chemical Warfare, Military Police 
and Paratroopers. One out of 
every four, in other words, was 
found to be serving with the Air 
Forces, popularly regarded as the 
most dangerous of the services. 

Additional information concern- 
ing the distribution of Jewish 
servicemen in various branches of 
the army has since been compiled 
for Birmingham, Ala.; Altoona, 
Pa., and Youngstown, O. 

In Birmingham, 40.7 of all Jews 
in service are in the air forces; 
in Altoona, 32.7, and in Youngs- 
town, 25.8. Of the other Jewish 
men in the army from these three 
cities, the largest groups are in 
the infantry and medical corps. 
From Youngstown, O., 15.6 of the 
men in service are in the medical 
corps, from Altoona, 7.9 and from

Speaks On 


A Guy Named Joe 





HAVE a letter from a Jewish chaplain with 

our armed forces overseas. He is a young 
man who was a bright student in the theological 
seminary but he seems just now to be getting his 
religious educaton—in the rude contact with 
pain and misery, in association with unlearned 
men who suffer and die for mankind’s hope of a 
better order, in looking backward at soft Sab- 
baths in the pulpit. (The ladies used to say that 
was a wonderful sermon you gave today, rabbi.) 

His past in the gentility of American syna- 
gogues is like another, remote life that he seems 
to want to forget. It had nothing to do with the 
realities of religion as he sees them now. 

The current controversies among the rabbis 
give out tinkling voices that are unrelated to the 
agony of mankind that is an endless moaning in 
his ears... . “My colleagues who are busy grab- 
bing fame. .. , They’ve never even had to shave 
from a helmet in cold water or pick the lice off 
their lily-like bodies or hit a water-filled ditch 
to duck the bullets from a strafing plane.” 

The comfortable members of temple boards and 
trustees of theological seminaries have come to 
look like people in an unreal world. (Almost un- 
imaginable men who trouble themselves much 
about institutional treasuries and luncheon meet- 
ings and feel distinguished at the speakers’ table.) 

“The poverty and oppression I have seen... 
Widows and orphans and bereaved parents of 
men who volunteered themselves for duty and 
are now lying in not too friendly soil. . . . Kids 
with eyes and legs and souls destroyed—while 
these people at home gripe about taxes and ra- 
tioning.” 

As for himself, well, “I’m just another guy 
named Joe trying to do a job and trying to help 
along something I believe in. I now know that 
the comfortable religion which we have espoused 
is about ready for the viddui, anyway.” 

Viddui is confession of sin, in accordance with 
Scripture. It is given to God, not to men: “O 
Lord, I have sinned, I have committed iniquity, 
I have transgressed.” 

Yes, I think Joe is right. (I call this chaplin 
Joe because he thinks of himself as just another 
guy named Joe.) It is a time for confession and 
contrition; the comfortable, self-serving religion 
(it’s so nice in the temple on Yom Kippur and 
there’s a period around noon when you can go 
home for lunch) is due for a laying out and a 
re-evaluation. (And how comfortably the ortho- 
dox rabbis busy themselves with juggling the 
minutiae of kashruth as if there weren’t another 
problem in the world; and being in schul on Yom 
Kippur seems to settle everything for a man.) 

I hope Joe sticks to his conversion to the reali- 
ties of religion after he comes home. Provided 
he doesn’t go back to being a comfortable rabbi 
he should embarrass us all with new and uncom- 
fortable ideas of religion. It has been so painless 
to have religion . . . paying the synagogue dues 
in easy installments ... talking about the rabbi 
and finding fault with his wife ... going to the 
synagogue dinner once a year... shooting golf 
with the rabbi in deference to religion . . . send- 
ing the kids to Sabbath school . . . being on the 
committee for table decorations at the synagogue 
dinner. 


It has been so nice to be a rabbi. . . . Being 


sheltered from the more painful facts of life... 
walking with the prophets, the saints and the 
sages in the library . . . playing golf with Mr. 
Zilch, the congregation’s president, on an after- 
noon when Mr. Zilch gets tired of it all at the 
office . . . being invited to speak at the Rotary 
Club and being a big’ shot in town. .. . Standing 
in lonely grandeur at the pulpit in the magnific- 
ance of the synagogue on the Sabbath... send- 
ing out winged words over the heads of the 
congregation . . . being congratulated afterward 
and his wife saying you were simply wonderful. 

I hope Joe will keep on remembering the fox- 
hole he was in, the human beings he suffered 
with, the religious education he derived from 
bearing the common lot of discomfort and pain. 
If Joe remembers all this and keeps it on his 
conscience he should become the greatest of the 
rabbis, though he will never be comfortable again. 

He will confess the sin of religion—Judaism 
and Christianity alike—in that in its practice it 
failed, as Jew and Christian found out when, like 
beasts in the field they trembled in their neigh- 
boring foxholes. 

Religion had collected huge funds, thinking 
that if it had plenty of money and institutions 
it was abundant; yet in the time of man’s crisis 
it was bankrupt. . . . It could only bury man 
when he fell on the battlefield and say over him 
the ritual words. 

Joe will call for contrition—for contrition that 
is not just sorry but seeks a way to make amends, 
to live it all over and make a worthy life. 

He will say that religion must go along with 
those who point the way of social salvation for 
the common man; that it is a costly failure if st 
is only a canteen for the comfort of dues-paying 
members; that it is a hard way of life which has 
to do with man’s relations with his neighbors, 
with sacrificial striving for social righteousness 
and with the establishment of a better world; 
that in its fulfillments as a way of life in society 
it calls on men to be willing to give up some of 
their privileges for the common good. 

He will say there is nothing exclusive to any 
religion, except their unessential difference, that 
Judaism is not house to itself but one of a com- 
munity of religious houses, all concerned with 
the loveliness of the whole community. And why 
do the tenants throw stones at each other? (In 
the foxholes all were good neighbors and the 
falling shell knew not any difference between 
Jew and Christian?) 

If this will be Joe’s preaching all the other 
Joes will follow him; for they will be coming out 
of their foxholes quite through with the comfort- 
able old religion that failed them in the crisis of 
man’s travail. They will welcome as their own 
a religion that troubles itself on account of 
common man in order that he shall not be called 
on to die in foxholes again, in order that his life 
may be abundantly fulfilled by social righteous- 
ness. 

If this will be Joe’s teaching I may recommend 
him for the degree of Doctor of Divinity. (I do 
happen to be a member of the board of a rabbini- 
cal seminary.) But no! I think to call him Joe 
is more honorary than to pin Doctor of Divinity 
on him. By calling himself another guy named 
Joe he decorated his own spirituality.

Curley Says W. R. B. 


Not Enough for Job 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
WASHINGTON—Calling atten- 


tion to the “shameless, ungodly 
beastly persecution of the Jews 
being undertaken in Germany and 
the territories which the Nazis 
dominate,” Rep. James M. Curley, 
Mass. Dem., this week demanded 
vigorous and determined action by 
the United States to rescue the 
Jews of Europe. He asked that 
this country “transform into re- 
ality the promise of relief which 
it has held out.” 

“We have started well by the 
creation of the War Refugee Board 
and by calling to the attention of 
the murderers the fact that their 
crimes will not go unavenged,” he 
told the House, “but more is need- 
ed, much more—and the time is 
now. 

“The War Refugee Board and its 
executive have worked hard and 
well and they are deserving of the 
highest praise, but the undertak- 
ing ahead is_ still tremendous,” 
Curley continued. “We must act 
if we wish to accomplish results 
and we must act with vigor and 
determination. Our intentions are 
admirable enough but certainly 
we must be prepared to do more 


than enunciate these intentions.” 





Federation Votes for 
Kashruth of Constituents 

After declaring there had been 
some criticism of the plans to in- 
stall a Kosher kitchen at Kirsh- 
baum Center, a resolution pre- 
sented by Theodore Dann, and 
seconded by Rabbi Maurice Gold- 
blatt, was passed at the last meet- 
ing of the Indianapolis Jewish 
Federation, stating that Kashruth 
should be observed by all consti- 
tuents of the Federation who have 
facilities for serving meals in 
their building. 

At the same meeting, the by- 
laws of the Public Relations Coun- 
cil were changed to include two 
representatives from each organ- 
ization, one, the president, and the 
other to be named by the organi- 
zation. It was also decided that 
all the city rabbis and the execu- 
tive director of the ' Federation 
would be members ex-officio of 
the Council with no vote, provided 
they were not elected as delegates 
by an organization. Under the 
new rule, although each organiza- 
tion would have two representa- 
tives, they would cast only one 
vote.
